Sir: 

My  last  annual  report  commenced  with  the  statement  that  both  the  number 
of  commitments  and  convictions  had  increased  by  7.3%.  During  the  period 
covered  by  this  report,  i.e.,  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1955,  there  was  a further 
increase  of  7%  in  commitments  and  7.7%  in  convictions.  The  ratio  of  commit- 
ments per  hundred  thousand  of  population  was  1,019  and  of  those  convicted  905. 
These  figures  represent  an  increase  of  41  and  42  per  hundred  thousand  of  the 
population  respectively.  The  total  number  of  commitments  and  convictions, 
also  the  respective  ratio  to  the  population,  constitute  the  highest  figures  on 
record  in  the  Province. 

Offences  against  public  order  and  peace  were  higher  by  2,864  and  offences 
against  property  by  1,000.  In  all,  during  the  year,  there  were  52,818  commitments 
and  of  these  46,899  persons  were  convicted. 

The  increase  in  number  of  convictions  resulted  in  a greater  number  of  transfers 
to  our  reformatories  and  industrial  farms.  Admittances  to  these  institutions 
during  the  year  were  10,341 — an  increase  of  660  or  6.8%  over  the  previous  year. 

Statistics  covering  the  past  ten  years  reveal  that  the  ratio  of  convictions  per 
hundred  thousand  of  the  population  has  steadily  increased  up  to  70%. 

While  these  figures  show  a positive  upward  trend  and  are  extremely  dis- 
appointing, it  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  there  is  a corresponding  increase 
in  crime.  Police  forces  over  the  Province  have  been  considerably  increased 
numerically,  in  addition  to  which,  they  have  been  rapidly  developed  to  a higher 
standard  of  efficiency  by  the  introduction  of  the  latest  methods  of  dealing  with 
crime,  such  as  radio  inter-communication,  mechanized  squads  and  patrols,  the 
employment  of  medico-legal  and  ballistic  specialists  and  by  closer  liaison  with 
one  another.  Under  these  conditions,  a higher  percentage  of  offenders  are  being 
brought  to  justice  and  a higher  percentage  of  convictions  follow.  This  greater 
police  coverage,  embracing,  as  it  does,  some  of  the  remote  areas,  where  no  police 
protection  was  previously  provided,  must,  inevitably,  have  an  influence  on  our 
prison  population. 

Accommodation 

1.  During  the  past  year,  one  new  building  was  completed  and  occupied  at 
Mimico.  The  second  building  was  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  and  two  more  buildings  will  be  put  in  hand  without  delay.  Your  plan  to 
provide  accommodation  for  a total  of  575  at  this  institution  should  be  realized 
in  1956. 

2.  The  new  reformatory  at  Millbrook  is  presently  in  the  early  stages  of 
construction  and  it  is  estimated  that  this  unit  will  be  made  available  to  us  in 
the  Spring  of  1956.  It  will  house  250  of  our  most  difficult  cases  and  will  be  what 
is  known  as  a maximum  security  institution. 

3.  A new  building  has  been  approved  for  Burwash  to  replace  the  old  structure 
at  Camp  Bison.  This  building  will  be  of  minimum  security  for  200  and  will  be 
self-contained.  Dormitories  are  to  be  replaced  by  individual  rooms  and  spaces 
are  being  provided  for  religious  services,  workshops  and  recreation  within  the 
building.  When  completed,  accommodation  will  be  provided  for  100  more  than 
is  available  in  the  existing  frame  building.  Thus,  greater  opportunity  will  be 
afforded  at  Burwash  to  extend  the  classification  program. 
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4.  You  were  recently  assured  of  funds  to  enable  you  to  implement  your 
plans  to  provide  greater  facilities  for  classification  and  segregation  of  the  numer- 
ous groups  committed  to  the  care  of  our  institutions.  With  this  appropriation, 
it  is  your  intention  to  build  a new  open  Training  Centre  for  Women.  This 
institution  is  to  be  used  for  the  treatment  and  training  of  first  offenders  of  the 
more  reformable  group  of  those  committed  to  the  Andrew  Mercer  Reformatory. 
You  plan  a second  building  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  most  difficult 
element  of  the  Ontario  Training  School  for  Girls  and  a third  building  for  the 
training  and  treatment  of  extreme  problem  cases  of  teen-age  boys  committed  to 
our  Training  Schools.  All  buildings  are  to  be  located  in  the  country. 

5.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  it  is  your  intention  to  increase  the  capacity 
of  the  Ontario  Training  School  at  Bowmanville  by  75  beds,  in  order  that  better 
classification  can  be  provided  and  to  offset  crowded  conditions. 

6.  In  your  plans,  provision  is  made  for  the  setting  up  of  a new  Health  Centre 
for  the  treatment  and  rehabilitation  of  female  offenders. 

7.  A few  weeks  ago,  a new  fifty-bed  hospital  was  opened  at  the  Ontario 
Reformatory,  Guelph.  On  the  ground  floor,  routine  medical  and  surgical  cases 
are  being  treated.  On  the  second  floor,  a modern  neuro-psychiatric  unit  is  being 
developed. 

8.  A new  building  is  in  the  course  of  construction  on  the  Mimico  property 
for  the  investigation  and  treatment  of  those  addicted  to  the  use  of  narcotic  drugs. 

Staff 

1.  In  planning  for  the  additional  buildings  briefly  described  in  the  preceding 
paragraph,  steps  have  been  taken  to  ensure  the  services  of  professional  and 
trained  lay  staff.  With  this  in  mind,  you  recently  arranged  for  the  appointment 
of  Dr.  F.  H.  van  Nostrand  as  Director  of  Neurology  and  Psychiatry.  Dr.  van 
Nostrand  comes  to  this  Department  with  a wealth  of  experience  as  a psychiatrist, 
having  held  the  appointment  of  Senior  Consultant,  Neuropsychiatric  Services, 
Canadian  Army,  Overseas  and,  subsequently,  as  Head  of  Neurology  and  Psy- 
chiatry, Sunnybrook  Hospital,  under  the  Department  of  Veteran’s  Affairs. 

2.  As  the  title  of  his  new  appointment  with  this  Department  suggests,  he  is 
responsible  for  directing  all  phases  of  investigation  and  treatment  of  functiona 
and  organic  nervous  diseases  and  for  providing  leadership  and  guidance  in 
research.  During  the  seven  months  he  has  been  with  the  Department,  he  has 
carried  out  a survey  of  our  institutions;  prepared  the  ground  work  for  the  future 
operation  of  his  directorate;  has  received  the  assurance  of  the  Heads  of  the 
appropriate  Departments,  University  of  Toronto,  of  their  willingness  to  co- 
ordinate our  research  program  with  that  of  the  University;  has  discussed  plans 
with  the  University  for  joint  effort  with  respect  to  post-graduate  training  of 
Fellows  in  the  field  of  psychiatry,  psychology  and  social  work  and  has  arranged 
for  professional  assistance  to  be  available  at  the  appropriate  time. 

Classification 

1.  Under  the  heading  of  “Accommodation”  only  brief  reference  is  made  to 
the  need  and  purpose  of  the  new  buildings.  It  is,  therefore,  thought  advisable 
to  enlarge  upon  this  all-important  matter  and  to  set  out  some  of  the  advantages 
to  be  gained  by  the  completion  of  the  new  building  program.  The  main  advantage, 
of  course,  is  the  segregation  of  the  various  types  and  the  provision  of  facilities 
to  deal  with  the  needs  of  individual  groups.  With  the  completion  of  the  new 
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buildings,  it  will  be  possible  to  provide  programs  of  training  in  keeping  with  the 
needs  and  ability  of  the  various  groups,  to  avoid  retarding  some  members  of  the 
groups  because  of  the  inability  or  interference  of  others  and  to  provide  special 
guidance  for  those  now  generally  referred  to  as  psychopathic  personalities. 

2.  The  purpose  and  function  of  the  new  reformatory  at  Millbrook  has  already 
been  made  known  but  perhaps  further  reference  here  would  not  be  out  of  order. 

(a)  In  our  institutions,  we  believe  about  10%  of  the  population  cause 
more  concern  to  those  responsible  for  the_  operation  of  our  penal  institutions 
than  all  the  other  groups  combined.  This  group  is  made  up  of  those  who 
are  socially  disturbing  to  a marked  degree ; their  persistent  subversive  be- 
haviour pattern  is  frequently  characterized  by  jealousy,  ill-balanced  enthu- 
siasms, embitterment,  fanaticism  or  some  other  form  of  unreasonable  beliefs. 
These  socially  undesirable  convictions  are  usually  systematically  accounted 
for  in  their  own  minds  to  their  entire  satisfaction.  They  will  accept  no 
interference  and  easily  become  quarrelsome  and  enraged,  if  not  permitted  to 
follow  their  own  thinking.  They  display  a lack  of  the  usual  feeling  or  senti- 
ment and  fail  to  understand  other  people.  Generally  speaking,  they  have 
few,  if  any,  true  friends  and  their  disturbing  influence  is  the  result  of  their 
own  selfishness,  lack  of  human  understanding,  their  constant  craving  for 
prestige  and  their  opposition  to  whatever  environment  in  which  they  may  be. 
They  regard  their  own  ideas  as  sacred  and  look  upon  others’  wishes  or  opinions 
with  contempt  and  an  urge  to  subdue  those  who  dare  to  express  opinion 
contrary  to  their  own.  Some  have  the  ability  to  create  good  initial  impression 
upon  people  who  meet  them  infrequently  but  where  they  are  associated  with 
others  for  any  length  of  time,  their  crankiness  and  frequent  aggravations  are 
sources  of  continual  discord. 

(b)  As  a part  of  the  10%  group,  there  is  also  the  fanatic,  either  active  or 
passive.  The  active  fanatic  seizes  upon  every  violent  idea,  which  may  be 
offered;  whether  reasonable  or  unreasonable,  it  matters  not  to  him.  The 
difficulty  is  that  he  fights  for  the  idea  in  such  an  inconsiderate  one-sided 
manner,  that  he  does  more  harm  than  good  to  the  cause  for  which  he  fights. 
He  displays  an  utter  lack  of  judgment  in  the  charges  he  hurls;  he  insults  any 
who  oppose  him  without  using  the  slightest  amount  of  discretion  and  com- 
plains bitterly  if  spoken  to  firmly  in  reply.  This  type  of  inmate  is  an 
exceptionally  irritable  person,  who  may,  at  times,  outwardly  appear  cool. 
They  have  unwarranted  self-confidence  and  yet  are  suspicious  and  jealous, 
usually  have  unrealistically  high  ambitions  for  themselves. 

Millbrook  has  been  carefully  designed  and  will  be  staffed  with  equal  care  to 
investigate  and  treat  with  the  latest  and  best  methods  known  to  science  those 
inmates  who  find  their  way  there  by  displays  of  bad  conduct  in  other  institutions. 
The  same  inmates  will  be  given  an  opportunity  of  earning  their  way  back  to 
the  original  institutions  by  good  conduct. 

With  the  removal  of  psychopaths  and  fanatics  from  open  reformatories  and 
industrial  farms,  these  institutions  will  be  in  a position  to  give  more  time  and 
effort  to  a broader  training  program  without  constant  interruptions  or  enforced 
restrictions  brought  about  by  designing  obstructionists. 
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3.  The  new  unit  to  be  established  as  an  Ontario  Training  Centre  for  Women 
will,  in  all  probability,  be  located  in  the  Brampton  area.  The  initial  building 
will  provide  facilities  for  a group  of  twenty-five,  who  will  be  screened  from  the 
population  of  the  Andrew  Mercer  Reformatory  by  a Classification  Committee. 
This  new  unit  will  provide  for  women  what  the  Ontario  Training  Centre  at 
Brampton  provides  for  men,  except  that  the  courses  of  training  will,  of  necessity, 
differ.  It  is  to  be  an  open  institution  with  facilities  for  academic  and  vocational 
classes  and  will  be  provided  with  professional  and  experienced  and  selected  lay 
staff.  This  new  unit  will  provide  another  step  in  expanding  the  classification 
program  and  will  enable  those  who  serve  their  sentences  there  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  advanced  training  program  without  interference  from  other  inmates 
who  take  pleasure  in  decrying  all  efforts  at  reformation. 

4.  The  new  unit  for  the  accommodation,  treatment  and  training  of  those  who, 
in  the  past,  have  been  a constant  disturbing  influence  in  our  Training  School 
for  Girls,  will  probably  be  built  on  the  Galt  property  but  away  from  existing 
school  buildings.  It  is  to  be  operated  separately  under  the  Training  Schools 
Act  and  will  be  provided  with  such  facilities  as  to  make  it  self-contained.  It 
will  eliminate  the  need  for  transferring  incorrigible  girls  to  the  Toronto  Branch 
School  and  at  the  same  time  enhance  the  value  of  the  existing  training  program 
at  the  Galt  School. 

5.  The  building  which  is  to  be  constructed  for  the  treatment  and  training 
of  extreme  problem  cases  of  teen-age  boys  committed  to  our  Ontario  Training 
School  for  Boys  will  remove  this  group  from  the  present  proximity  of  the 
Reformatory  inmates  at  Guelph.  The  situation,  as  it  has  existed  for  the  past 
several  years,  has  been  a source  of  considerable  concern  to  the  Department  but 
there  was  no  alternative  to  the  necessity  of  housing  these  young  but  wilful 
offenders  within  the  confines  of  the  Reformatory.  Although  every  effort  has 
been  made  to  keep  this  group  apart  from  the  main  body,  there  have  been  times 
when  complete  segregation  was  an  impossibility.  The  new  unit  will  be  operated 
as  a Training  School  under  the  Training  Schools  Act  and  will  be  far  removed 
from  undesirable  influences.  It  will  have  a capacity  of  fifty  and  will  be  provided 
with  facilities  for  a complete  training  program,  which  will  be  specially  planned 
to  meet  the  needs  of  this  particular  group.  The  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph, 
will  also  benefit  by  this  move,  in  that  the  space  now  set  aside  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  this  Branch  School  will  be  made  available  to  the  Reformatory  for 
additional  classification  purposes  within  the  Reformatory. 

6.  Your  plan  to  increase  the  accommodation  at  the  Ontario  Training  School 
at  Bowmanville  will  not  only  make  it  possible  to  extend  the  classification  program 
within  the  School  but  will  also  offset  overcrowding  and  at  the  same  time  do  away 
with  the  necessity  of  releasing  wards  of  this  School  and  the  School  at  Cobourg, 
to  placements  prematurely.  In  other  words,  it  will  provide  for  a more  complete 
program  of  training,  than  is  presently  possible,  due  to  inadequate  space. 

7.  The  purpose  of  the  new  Health  Centre  for  Women  is  to  provide  for  the 
treatment  and  rehabilitation  of  those  suffering  from  alcoholism,  drug  addiction 
and  neuropsychiatric  disorders.  The  proposed  unit  is  to  be  self-contained  and 
removed  from  the  Andrew  Mercer  Reformatory.  Its  initial  capacity  will  provide 
for  the  treatment  of  ten  persons,  who  will  be  screened  from  the  Mercer  population 
and  transferred  to  the  Health  Centre  to  receive  specialized  treatment  during  the 
latter  part  of  their  sentence. 
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The  Senior  Member  of  the  Clinical  Team,  to  be  responsible  for  treatment 
at  this  unit,  will  be  a Consultant  Psychiatrist.  Under  his  direction,  the  treatment 
program  will  be  administered  by  a psychologist  with  the  assistance  of  a social 
worker,  a registered  nurse  and  other  selected  personnel. 

8.  The  new  Neuropsychiatric  Centre  at  the  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph, 
will,  when  indicated,  treat  male  prisoners  from  all  our  industrial  farms  and 
reformatories.  Transfer  to  the  Centre  will  be  made  on  a referral  basis,  after 
medical  and/or  psychiatric  examinations  have  been  made.  The  Centre  is  being 
used  for  the  investigation  and  treatment  of  functional  and  organic  nervous 
diseases  and  for  research.  It  is  to  be  used  also  as  a classification  centre  for  the 
observation  and  investigation  of  the  problem  cases  from  other  reform  institutions. 
All  psychiatric  cases  will  be  investigated  by  a team  of  spcialists,  which  includes 
a psychiatrist  and  a psychologist  at  the  present  time  and  which  will  be  added 
to  as  the  situation  warrants. 

9.  The  new  building  at  Mimico  for  the  treatment  of  drug  addicts  will  be 
provided  with  a Clinical  Team,  which  will  include  a psychiatrist,  a psychologist 
and  social  services.  It  is  adjacent  to  the  Alex  G.  Brown  Memorial  Clinic  but  will 
be  operated  separately.  It  will  provide  accommodation  for  twenty-five,  all  of 
whom  will  be  drawn  from  those  serving  sentence  in  our  institutions.  At  the 
present  time,  it  is  thought  that  treatment  will  cover  a period  of  at  least  three 
months,  immediately  prior  to  expiration  of  sentence  and  it  is  intended  that 
post-discharge  treatment  and  guidance  will  be  made  available  to  all  who  desire 
such  help. 

Treatment 

In  September,  1951,  you  initiated  the  program  of  treatment  for  alcoholism 
and  the  Alex  G.  Brown  Memorial  Clinic  at  Mimico  was  opened.  It  was  established 
to  provide  clinical  treatment  for  those  inmates,  who  required  and  desired  treat- 
ment for  their  addiction  to  alcohol.  Up  until  that  time,  the  committed  alcoholic 
was  considered  by  many  to  be  a weak-willed  social  misfit  with  a hopeless  future. 
Since  the  opening  of  the  Clinic,  a large  number  of  its  patients  have  found  the 
way  to  recovery  from  their  addiction  to  alcohol  and  now  enjoy  normal,  productive 
lives. 

The  treatment  period  at  the  Clinic  is  for  the  last  thirty  days  of  a man’s 
sentence.  Any  inmate,  in  any  of  our  reformatories  or  industrial  farms  may  apply 
for  treatment.  All  applications  are  carefully  considered  by  Classification  Com- 
mittees, which  meet  regularly  in  these  institutions  for  this  purpose. 

Treatment  involves  supplying  the  patient  with  an  understanding  of  their 
alcoholic  and  personality  problems,  suggesting  practical  solutions  to  these 
problems,  and  of  initiating  the  medical,  psychological,  social  and  spiritual  help 
required  to  bring  about  a successful  solution  in  each  case. 

The  first  phase  of  the  treatment  takes  place  in  the  Clinic  but  the  second 
phase  continues  for  a year  after  his  discharge  from  the  Clinic,  when  a member 
of  the  rehabilitation  staff,  which  is  a part  of  the  Clinical  Team,  endeavours  to 
provide  support  for  the  patient  while  he  is  attempting  to  adapt  himself  to  sobriety 
and  a new  pattern  of  life. 
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Each  month  all  locatable  patients,  who  have  been  discharged  from  the  Clinic 
one  month  to  one  year  are  graded  as  to  their  progress  on  the  basis  of  reports 
supplied  by  the  Rehabilitation  Officers.  The  criterion  used  in  assessment  is 
simply  the  number  of  relapses  since  their  discharge  from  the  Clinic. 

Results  for  the  past  year  indicate  that  48%  of  patients  were  greatly  helped 
and  have  no  relapses,  13%  of  patients  have  had  from  one  to  three  relapses  and 
39%  of  patients  show  little  or  no  improvement. 

T raining 

Our  institutions  have  facilities  for  both  academic  and  vocational  training, 
which  is  an  essential  spoke  in  the  reformative  program.  Inmates,  who  have  the 
necessary  motivation  and  aptitude  and  who  have  adopted  a good  attitude  have 
an  opportunity  of  availing  themselves  of  these  facilities,  while  undergoing 
sentence.  Illiterate  and  near-illiterate  inmates  at  the  Ontario  Reformatory, 
Guelph,  are  encouraged  to  attend  school  one-half  of  each  day  and  many  attain 
a Grade  IV  standing.  For  those  who  wish  to  receive  academic  instruction  beyond 
Grade  IV  and  up  to  and  including  Grade  X,  evening  classes  are  provided.  At 
the  Ontario  Training  Centre,  Brampton,  and  the  Andrew  Mercer  Reformatory 
for  Females,  daily  academic  instruction  in  the  various  grades  is  provided. 
Correspondence  courses  are  available  for  those  who  wish  to  register  in  them  in 
all  our  institutions.  During  the  year,  601  inmates  attended  academic  classes  in 
the  institutions  and  a comparable  number  studied  by  taking  correspondence 
courses. 

Vocational  training  classes  were  provided  in  carpentry,  construction,  cooking, 
machine  shop,  motor  mechanics,  painting  and  decorating,  radio  servicing,  sheet 
metal,  welding,  brick-laying,  plumbing,  upholstery,  sewing  and  crafts  of  various 
kinds.  A total  of  1,107  inmates  received  training  in  vocational  subjects,  thus 
equipping  themselves  for  the  type  of  employment  which  they  have  a preference 
for  when  discharged.  The  program  of  training  at  the  Ontario  Training  Centre, 
Brampton,  continues  to  give  excellent  results.  During  the  eight-year  period 
ending  31st  January  last,  1,825  men  had  passed  through  the  Centre  and  of  these 
85%  were  successfully  re-established. 

Industrial  Training — One  of  the  most  important  phases  in  the  reformative 
program  is  to  provide  suitable  and  profitable  employment  for  the  inmates. 
With  this  in  mind,  each  inmate  appears  before  an  Employment  Committee, 
which  evaluates  his  potentialities,  based  on  the  psychometrics  submitted  by  the 
psychologist.  The  inmate  is  placed  at  work,  which  will  be  most  beneficial  to 
him  from  a rehabilitative  standpoint.  Therefore,  our  industrial  program  is  de- 
signed, not  only  to  provide  suitable  training  for  the  inmate  but  also  to  instil  in 
him  the  need  for  developing  proper  work  habits.  A variety  of  industries  has  been 
established  in  our  institutions  over  the  years  and  these  have  been  supplemented, 
as  the  need  arises.  During  the  past  year,  a tailorshop  was  established  at  the 
Burtch  Industrial  Farm.  It  was  equipped  with  thirty-eight  separate  items  of 
equipment.  They  manufacture  a variety  of  articles  for  the  Ontario  Hospitals, 
as  well  as  provide  clothing  for  our  own  institutions. 

The  quantities  and  varieties  of  items  produced  by  the  industrial  plants  and 
shops  of  the  various  institutions,  as  well  as  the  sales  values,  are  tabulated  and 
shown  with  the  statistical  statements  in  this  report. 
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Forestry 

Reforestation  was  extended  this  year.  The  Rideau  Industrial  Farm  established 
a fifteen-acre  plot  by  planting  16,000  seedlings,  while  the  reforestation  area  at 
Burwash  was  enlarged  by  the  planting  of  50,000  seedlings. 

In  the  last  report,  it  was  stated  that  a fire-fighting  unit  of  fifty  inmates  and 
staff  had  been  organized  and  trained  for  the  purpose  of  fire-fighting  in  the  Sud- 
bury area.  This  organization  proved  so  successful  that  it  was  continued  and 
expanded  this  year  with  admirable  results.  Inmates  and  staff  were  dispatched 
for  fire-fighting  duties  by  the  Superintendent  at  the  request  of  the  Department 
of  Lands  and  Forests  on  seven  occasions  to  quell  fires  located  within  a fifty-mile 
radius  of  the  Institution.  This  is  considered  well  worth  while  employment  and 
it  should  be  noted  that  the  conduct  of  the  inmates  selected  for  this  work  was  of 
the  highest  order. 

Inspections 

The  Inspection  Staff  of  the  Department  carried  out  351  inspections  of  City, 
County  and  District  Jails  and  61  inspections  of  the  Training  Schools,  Reforma- 
tories and  Industrial  Farms.  In  addition  to  these  regular  inspections,  35 
investigations  were  conducted. 

Staff  Training 

The  Staff  Training  School  at  the  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph,  conducted 
seven  courses  for  custodial  officers  during  the  year.  Of  236  enlistments,  197 
successfully  passed  the  courses. 

Institutional  Feeding 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Supervising  Dietitian,  a more  uniform  system  of 
institutional  feeding  was  adopted  and  from  a nutritional  and  economic  stand- 
point has  proved  very  satisfactory. 

General 

Separate  reports  are  attached  from  the  Farms’  Administrator,  the  Salvation 
Army,  the  Chief  Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officer  and  the  Ontario  Board  of 
Parole.  Reports  dealing  with  the  eight  Training  Schools  are  being  submitted 
separately,  as  Part  II  of  this  report. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  numerous  citizens  and  to  various  groups  and 
organizations  for  their  kindly  interest  and  co-operation  in  our  work.

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DEPARTMENTAL  FARMS 
REPORT 

Fiscal  Year  Ending  March  31,  1955 

Herewith  a report  on  the  Departmental  Farms  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1954-55. 
These  include  The  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph;  The  Ontario  Reformatory, 
Mimico;  The  Industrial  Farm,  Burwash;  The  Industrial  Farm,  Monteith; 
Rideau  Industrial  Farm;  Burtch  Industrial  Farm,  and  The  Ontario  Training 
Schools  for  Boys,  Bowmanville. 

(A)  PRODUCTION: 

The  value  of  farm  production  for  the  year  totalled  $306,249.96,  this  being 
the  value  of  produce  used  and  sold,  based  on  Departmental  prices  and  made  up 
of  the  following: 

(1)  Crops — 

(a)  For  human  consumption. 

(1)  Potatoes — The  major  crop  for  human  consumption  was  a near 
failure  owing  to  a prolonged  drought  in  the  growing  season  and 
inclement  harvest  weather.  The  crop  totalled  18,743  bus., 
valued  at  $22,491.60. 

(2)  Fruit  and  Vegetables — The  yields  were  disappointing  owing  to 
drought,  lack  of  irrigation  equipment  and  wet  weather  during 
the  harvest  of  storage  vegetables.  The  total  value  of  these 
crops  $15,548.65. 

(b)  Farm  Feeds — 

Forage  crops  were  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  except  at  Mimico 
where  a limited  acreage  necessitates  the  purchase  of  a large  part 
of  all  livestock  feeds  and  at  Rideau  where  a small  quantity  of  hay 
was  purchased.  Grain  crops  were  fair,  but  no  surplus  was  grown 
except  at  Burtch ; most  of  this  surplus  went  to  Mimico  with  lesser 
quantities  to  Guelph  and  Burwash.  Soya  Beans  were  grown  at 
four  farms  on  an  experimental  acreage  and  were  successful  except 
at  Guelph  where  poor  harvest  conditions  spoiled  the  crop.  The 
acreage  of  this  crop  will  be  increased  as  it  appears  to  be  profitable 
on  some  farms.  Grass  silage  proved  a boon,  particularly  during  the 
August  drought  and  now  has  an  important  place  on  all  farms. 
Monteith  is,  as  yet,  the  only  farm  properly  equipped  to  handle  this 
crop.  The  total  value  of  farm  feeds  produced  was  $68,422.10. 

(2)  Milk — 

The  total  quantity  of  milk  produced  during  the  Fiscal  Year  was 
2,866,125  lbs.,  having  a value  of  $112,676.16.  Of  this,  2,573,740  lbs. 
were  used  for  human  consumption.  The  quantity  in  excess  of  Depart- 
mental requirements  was  sold  to  Department  of  Health  Institutions. 

(3)  Meat — 

The  total  production  of  meat  for  the  year  is  valued  at  $73,714.53. 
This  consists  of  50,801  lbs.  of  beef,  with  a value  of  $8,989.28;  86,586  lbs. 
pork  with  a value  of  $60,678.15  and  13,544  lbs.  of  poultry  meat  valued 
at  $4,047.10. 
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(4)  Eggs — 

Production  totalled  19,079  doz.  with  a value  of  $7,131.92  at  the  two 
farms  where  poultry  are  kept. 

(5)  Livestock — 

Sales  of  livestock  during  the  year  amounted  to  $6,265.00. 

(B)  LAND: 

Approximately  2,520  acres  of  arable  land  were  under  cultivation  in  1954. 
This  does  not  include  permanent  pastures  and  range  land.  New  land  cleared  for 
farming  use  during  the  year  amounted  to  approximately  85  acres  at  Burwash, 
25  acres  at  Monteith  and  8 to  10  acres  of  reclaimed  land  at  Rideau.  A clearing 
policy  will  be  continued  at  Burwash  where  a considerable  acreage  of  suitable 
farm  land  is  still  available  and  to  a very  limited  degree,  at  Monteith. 

Some  small  additional  acreage  at  Monteith  for  potato  seed  production  would 
be  an  asset. 

(C)  FARM  BUILDINGS: 

During  the  year,  the  following  buildings  were  completed  and  put  to  use: 

(a)  Rideau — The  cattle  barn,  calf  and  horse  barns,  replacing  the  barn 
destroyed  by  fire. 

(b)  Burwash — Two  loose  housing  beef  barns,  replacing  one  destroyed  by  fire. 
One  pole  type  hay  barn.  An  implement  shed  is  in  the  course  of  con- 
struction. 

(c)  Mimico — The  renovation  of  a barn  near  the  Clinic  for  use  as  a piggery, 
was  completed  and  the  conversion  of  two  old  piggeries  to  calf  and  horse 
barns  and  an  implement  shed  was  completed. 

(d)  Monteith — The  installation  of  a hay  drier  was  completed  and  used  and  a 
building  known  as  the  beef  barn  was  converted  to  use  as  a poultry  house. 

New  buildings  urgently  needed  are:  (1)  Hay  Storage  Barns  at  Rideau,  (2) 
A piggery  at  Burtch,  (3)  New  dairy  equipment  at  Bowmanville,  (4)  An  addition 
to  the  piggery  at  Burwash. 

(D)  LIVESTOCK: 

(a)  Dairy  Cattle — The  Rideau  herd  was  almost  doubled  in  number  of  milk 
cows  in  an  effort  to  meet  the  demand  for  milk  from  the  Ontario  Hospital 
at  Smiths  Falls.  Other  herds  remain  at  approximately  their  former  levels. 

(b)  Beef  Cattle — A new  Hereford  herd  was  established  at  Burtch  by  the 
purchase  of  twelve  in-calf  females.  There  was  an  appreciable  increase  in 
the  number  of  breeding  females  at  Burwash  and  this  policy  will  be 
continued. 

(c)  Swine — New  herds  were  established  at  Burtch  and  Rideau.  A new  herd 
was  established  in  the  new  piggery  at  Mimico,  replacing  the  old  herd 
which  was  heavily  infected  with  Rhinitis. 

(d)  Poultry — Provision  was  made  for  maintaining  a flock  at  Monteith. 

(e)  Equipment — Equipment  was  maintained  at  serviceable  levels  and  at  two 
Institutions  Diesel  tractors  were  purchased,  as  it  is  believed  that,  in 
large  scale  operations,  they  will  prove  more  economical.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

THE  ONTARIO  BOARD  OF  PAROLE 

For  the  Year  Ending  March  31st,  1955 

The  Ontario  Board  of  Parole  received  a great  deal  of  satisfaction  through  its 
contacts  with  prisoners  at  the  various  meetings  held  in  the  institutions.  One 
of  the  most  interesting  features  of  parole  work  is  the  parole  hearing.  It  is  here 
the  Board  has  the  opportunity  of  meeting  the  prisoner  personally  and  discussing 
his  problems  with  him.  What  is  equally  important  is  the  prisoner’s  opportunity 
to  learn  at  first  hand  the  attitude  of  the  Board  towards  him.  When  the  parole 
hearing  is  finished,  the  prisoner  who  receives  favourable  consideration  is  ready 
once  more  to  resume  his  place  in  society  provided  a suitable  parole  plan  is 
available  for  him.  When  he  is  released,  parole  staff  are  available  to  help  with 
the  problems  of  re-establishment. 

It  is  gratifying  to  the  Board  to  know  that  87%  of  those  granted  parole  did 
not  relapse  during  the  parole  period  and  that  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
the  Board,  there  were  no  women  violators. 

The  late  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt  in  his  address  to  the  National  Parole 
Conference  at  Washington,  April,  1939,  said,  “We  know  from  experience  that 
parole,  when  it  is  honestly  and  expertly  managed,  provides  better  protection  for 
society  than  does  any  other  release  from  prison.” 

During  the  year,  considerable  success  has  been  experienced  by  the  Parole 
Staff  in  being  able  to  arrange  employment  for  men  prior  to  their  release  or  while 
under  supervision.  It  has  had  excellent  co-operation  from  The  National  Employ- 
ment Service,  Social  Agencies,  Religious  Groups  and  Employers.  To  the  fine 
efforts  of  these  agencies  must  be  added  the  will  to  succeed  on  the  part  of  the 
parolee  and,  as  the  statistical  picture  shows,  most  of  those  released  conditionally 
are  well  motivated.

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THE  SALVATION  ARMY 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRISON,  JAIL  AND  POLICE  COURT  WORK 
IN  THE  PROVINCE  OF  ONTARIO 

For  Year  Ending  December  31,  1954 

The  Annual  Reports  of  The  Salvation  Army,  at  this  time  of  the  year,  are 
naturally  many  and  varied  due  to  its  coverage  of  all  types  of  Welfare  Service 
in  the  highest  interests  of  all  types  of  Society  on  the  National,  Provincial  and 
Local  level.  It,  therefore,  affords  me  distinct  pleasure  to  present  the  Annual 
Report  and  Statement  for  1954,  also  a brief  survey  of  the  Humanitarian  activities 
as  they  relate  to  its  Prison  and  Police  Court  Work  throughout  Ontario.  I venture 
to  say  that  no  branch  of  our  Service  is  more  productive  in  transformed  lives  and 
effective  rehabilitation  than  that  which  engages  our  Officers,  full  time  and 
otherwise,  in  the  Reform  Institutions  of  this  Province. 

Many  years  ago  the  Salvation  Army  Founder,  General  William  Booth,  gave 
an  address  entitled  “The  duty  of  the  Salvation  Army  towards  the  criminal 
population  of  the  world.”  He  definitely  indicated  a clear  understanding  of  the 
Army’s  place  and  its  potentialities  in  the  allied  field  of  criminology  and  penology 
and  the  after-care  of  offenders.  He  also  recognized  the  fact  that  most  offenders 
were  people  who,  because  of  their  own  innate  weakness,  passions  and  appetites, 
were  victims  rather  than  deliberate  criminals.  The  intelligent,  practical  and 
inspiring  example  of  The  Founder  still  finds  an  echo  in  the  Army’s  approach  to 
the  problems  of  the  offender.  Our  efforts  extend  beyond  the  prisoner’s  health, 
his  skills,  his  superficial  attitude,  to  the  inner  man  that  must  change  before 
reform,  regeneration  or  rehabilitation  takes  place. 

Our  Organization  is  deeply  indebted  to  those  in  authority  for  extending  the 
privilege  to  some  of  our  Young  Women  Officers,  Cadets  in  Training  in  particular, 
to  conduct  Devotional  Services,  render  instrumental  and  vocal  items,  and 
generally  bless  the  inmates  with  their  radiant  personalities.  The  re-action  of 
several  recent  dischargees  was  summed  up  in  the  voluntary  admission  “that  we 
were  once  again  reminded  and  impressed  with  the  purity  of  womanhood”. 
Following  the  recent  visit  of  a Salvation  Army  Band  to  a large  Institution,  a 
young  lad  who  is  a regular  attendant  at  the  Army’s  weekly  Bible  Class  and 
doing  his  lessons  said  how  impressed  he  was  with  the  number  of  young  men 
playing  in  the  Band  and  added  “They  can  come  in  and  go  out  but  then  they 
never  did  anything  bad”.  Prison  life  at  best  is  gloomy,  unnatural  and  depressing; 
therefore,  the  inmate  welcomes  any  release  or  escape  from  the  inevitable  atmos- 
phere of  his  daily  environments  and  this  is  invariably  accomplished  through  such 
services  of  Inspiration,  Worship,  Gratitude  and  Salvation. 

Another  heart  warming  departure  and  development  is  the  inmates’  partici- 
pation by  piano,  violin,  vocal,  orchestral  and  even  band  playing,  not  forgetting 
the  uplifting  choral  contributions  of  choirs. 

The  results  of  the  weekly  Bible  Classes  have  again  given  rise  to  the  value 
of  the  Bible,  especially  in  times  of  personal  crisis  and  discouragement.  Its 
message  still  speaks  to  men  behind  the  bars.  As  one  outstanding  Warden  stated, 
“There  is  nothing  like  the  Bible  to  build  a wall  of  resistance  against  the  recurring 
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allurements  of  the  old  life”.  The  attendances  at  these  classes  have  shown  a 
marked  increase  during  the  current  year  which  has  resulted  in  more  Bible 
Certificates  being  awarded  and  presented.  In  many  cases  the  inmate  upon  his 
release  continues  his  studies  and  takes  up  the  Bible  correspondence  courses 
available  to  him.  Some  Institutions  find  it  necessary  to  hold  classes  on  more 
than  one  night  per  week  to  cope  with  the  increased  enrolments. 

This  year  has  witnessed  a development  in  the  location  of  missing  persons, 
also  the  tracing  of  lost  or  misplaced  personal  property  items;  thus  frustrations 
and  tensions  have  been  eased  thereby. 

The  Salvation  Army  has  recognized  the  need  of  helping  people  (inmates  and 
their  families)  by  first  supplying  or  alleviating  their  material  and  emotional 
needs,  thus  clearing  the  way  for  answering  their  moral  and  spiritual  needs. 
All  efforts  are  directed  toward  character  building  through  various  personal  and 
family  services  rendered  from  a Christian  point  of  view.  Pre-release  program 
planning  assistance  to  inmates  in  liaison  with  the  Parole  and  Rehabilitation 
Officers  within  the  Institution,  also  post- release  assistance  including  employment, 
food,  shelter,  clothing,  transportation  and  carfare  for  men  unable  to  provide  it, 
have  also  been  cheerfully  undertaken. 

The  Salvation  Army  is  greatly  indebted  to  and  warmly  appreciative  of  the 
experienced  guidance  and  counsel  extended  to  it  and  its  Officers  at  all  times 
by  the  Department  of  Reform  Institutions  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  also  its 
Minister,  Major,  The  Honourable  John  W.  Foote,  V.C. ; Deputy  Minister,  Colonel 
G.  Hedley  Basher,  all  Senior  Officials,  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Ontario 
Parole  Board,  the  Superintendents  and  the  Staff  of  the  Local  and  Provincial 
Institutions,  together  with  our  grateful  thanks  to  the  Magistrates,  Crown 
Attorneys,  legal  profession  and  police  chiefs  with  their  staffs  in  Ontario. 

The  privilege  of  co-operating  with  other  well-known  ‘‘after-care”  agencies 
on  many  occasions  has  proved  to  be  “an  oasis  in  the  desert”. 

On  behalf  of  our  Territorial  Leader,  Commissioner  W.  Wycliffe  Booth,  who 
has  manifested  in  a very  practical  way,  his  keen  interest  in  this  avenue  of  service, 
we  dedicate  ourselves  to  God  and  man,  to  Christ  and  the  people,  with  vision 
and  venture  during  the  coming  year.

The  Department  of  Reform  Institutions  maintains  many  permanent 
Institutions,  but  when  the  Ontario  Plan  was  introduced  in  1946  steps  were  taken 
to  develop  a number  of  smaller  minimum  security  units  to  be  designated 
Industrial  Farms.  The  purpose  of  these  was  to  provide  useful  employment 
for  selected  short  term  offenders  who  would  normally  serve  their  sentence  in  a 
Jail.  Three  of  these  are  now  operating,  the  Rideau  Industrial  Farm  in  the 
Ottawa  district,  the  Burtch  Industrial  Farm  near  Brantford,  and  the  Industrial 
Farm  Monteith. 


The  buildings  and  equipment  in  these  Institutions  are  not  as  elaborate  as 
the  better-equipped  Reformatories,  but  adequate,  and  experience  has  confirmed 
the  fact  that  there  is  a useful  purpose  to  be  served  and  a contribution  to  be  made 
by  these  Institutions. 


Negotiations  are  under  way  to  develop  another  Industrial  Farm  near  Fort 
William.

Most  of  the  buildings  in  the  Industrial  Farms  are  of  frame 
construction. 


Monteith  has  one  permanent  building  containing  administra- 
tion offices,  kitchens,  dining  rooms  and  an  auditorium. 
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All  kitchens  in  the  Industrial  farms  contain  modern  equipment. 


Each  Industrial  Farm  must  also  maintain  and  operate  its  own 

laundry. 
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The  main  occupation  at  Monteith  is  farming 
but  all  farm  extensively. 


Dairying  also  forms  an  important  part  of  the 
Industrial  Farm  program. 
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To  provide  useful  employment  many  projects  have  been 
undertaken.  These  are  cement  blocks  manufactured  at  Burtch. 


All  Industrial  Farms  operate  tailor  shops.  This  type 
of  occupation  is  easily  adapted  to  the 
Industrial  Farm  program. 
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In  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests 
reforestation  can  be  a seasonal  occupation.  This  has 
been  done  at  Monteith. 


The  actual  work  is  carefully  supervised  by  officials  from  the 
Department  of  Lands  and  Forests. 
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Because  of  the  fact  that  the  planting  areas  were  not 
conveniently  close  to  the  Institution  temporary 
quarters  were  loaned  by  a lumber  company. 


One  group  was  under  canvas  beside  a northern  lake.  Two-way 
telephone  communication  was  available  at  all  times.
